Your school opened for the present fall term under very 
lappy and auspices circumstances on account of the new school 
building, This building which is modern in heating, lighting and 
sanitary conditions is a source of delight and pleasure to pupils, 
teachers, and superintendent, A good school building is a worth- 
while asset to any town, and your new building is a vast improve- 
ment over the old one. 

The school started the present year with an enrollment of 30 
pupils. 

Last June, two pupils completed the work of the Highth 
Grade, and are now in attendance at High School.
